hus  every  year  brings  fresh  proof  of  the  importance  of 
;dy  treatment  in  all  cases  of  Insanity,  and  the  improbability 
Permanent  relief  when  the  disease  has  taken  deep  root  in 
1 system. 

U8tances  still  occasionally  occur  of  the  unnecessary  restraint 
id  cruel  treatment  to  which  Insane  persons  are  subjected,  not 
3 T iu  jails  and  poor  houses,  but  even  from  the  ignorance  and 
Qtlect  of  their  families  and  friends.  Several  persons  who 


were  brought  to  the  Hospital  chained  and  bound  were  relei  ;d 
from  their  bonds  on  their  arrival,  and  in  most  instances  1 /e 
required  no  other  restraint  than  the  soothing  and  remedia  n- 
tluences  by  which  they  are  surrounded. 

As  the  necessity  for  the  employment  of  an  Assistant  PI  ;i- 
cian  had  ceased,  the  services  of  the  gentleman  who  had  o u- 
pied  that  position  were  dispensed  with ; and  a suitable  pei  m 
has  been  appointed  Steward  of  the  Hospital,  who  also  attf  h 
to  the  accounts,  thereby  relieving  Hr.  Reed  from  a cousi  r- 
able  portion  of  his  outdoor  duties,  and  enabling  him  to  e- 
vote  more  of  bis  time  to  the  treatment  of  the  inmates  of  it' 
Hospital. 

There  have  been  but  few  applications  for  admission  into  le 
Medical  or  Surgical  Department  of'  the  Hospital,  but  all  a o 
have  applied  have  been  received,  and  their  cases  have  l n 
properly  attended  to.  This  branch  of  the  Institution,  am 
former  years,  has  not  been  a source  of  profit. 

A neat  porter’s  lodge  and  substantial  spriug-liouse  Ire 
been  constructed  at  the  Hospital;  several  fruit  and  shade  tm 
have  been  planted,  the  road  made  more  convenient,  and  v i- 
ous  other  improvements  have  been  effected  in  the  groub 
during  the  year. 

The  annexed  statement  of  the  Accounts  of  the  Treasr  r 
has  been  audited  by  the  Finance  Committee,  and  shows  tit 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  one  hundred  and  three  T808j,  doll 
have  been  expended  in  the  buildings  and  improvements  of  c 
Hospital  in  the  ISTinth  Ward,  being  chiefly  applied  to  lay£ 
pipes  for  securing  an  ample  supply  of  water  from  the  C y 
Reservoir,  as  stated  in  my  last  Report,  and  in  extending  <■’ 
heating  apparatus  to  the  centre  and  south  wing  of  the  Hospi  !■ 
The  current  expenses  of  the  Institution,  including  salar 
food,  fuel,  &c.,  amount  to  eighteen  thousand  and  eighty-el  t 
fob  dollars.  The  sum  received  for  board,  &c.,  of  patients  d'- 
ing  the  same  time,  was  fifteen  thousand  five  hundred  s 1 
eighty-seven  -/To  dollars,  of  which  seven  thousand  eight  hih 
dred  and  five  /To  dollars  were  derived  from  persons  commit  i 
by  Courts  or  Overseei’s  of  the  Poor,  and  seven  thousand  seii 1 
hundred  and  eighty-two  T5O80  dollars  were  paid  for  patie  - 
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flight  to  the  Hospital  by  their  friends  and  supported  by 

hm. 

'he  “ Backhouse  Farm,"  as  intimated  in  my  last  Report. 
ig  been  paid  for  chiefly  from  the  proceeds  of  the  legacy  of 
b late  Rev.  Charles  Avery,  and  the  cash  portion  of  the 
oils  of  the  “Whitaker  Farm,”  which  was  sold  for  a small 
ic  ance  over  its  cost. 

n addition  to  the  contribution  by  the  State  of  five  thou- 
iad  dollars  for  current  expenses,  legacies  and  donations 
uounting  to  nine  thousand  two  hundred  and  twelve  T7g'0  dol- 
ia?  were  received  from  various  persons,  including  additional 
luations  of  eight  hundred  dollars  from  that  truly  benevolent 
un  and  faithful  friend  of  the  Institution,  A.  Stewart,  Esq., 
>1  Indiana  county,  and  one  thousand  dollars  from  James 
V-pANDLESS,  Esq.  The  accompanying  list  will  show  that 
tire  are  now  eleven  members  who  have  become  Life  Man- 
ors of  the  Hospital  by  their  contributions  of  one  thousand 
1 lars  or  more. 

The  expenditure  during  the  year  for  the  purchase  of  the 
lam,  the  improvements  and  road  thereon,  and  the  newr  build- 
iiffor  the  Insane  Department,  amount  to  twenty-six  thousand 
kr  hundred  and  thirty-three  T3g60-  dollars.  The  State  Treas- 
u w has  paid  on  account  of  the  appropriations  for  this  object, 
t erity-fivc  thousand  dollars,  leaving  an  unexpended  balance 
oltwenty-five  thousand  dollars  from  the  previous  grants,  all  of 
wich  will  be  required  in  the  course  of  the  ensuing  summer, 
t meet  the  payments  for  the  work  on  the  new  Hospital. 

[u  pursuance  of  published  notice,  several  proposals  for  the 
nstruction  of  the  new  buildings  for  the  Insane  Department 
vre  received  by  the  Board,  and  after  full  consideration  the 
i1  n tracts  were  awarded  to  skillful  and  competent  contractors 
- favorable  terms,  and  were  submitted  to  the  approval  of  the 
bvernor.  Work  was  commenced  about  the  1st  of  May,  and 
Vjis  diligently  prosecuted  till  the  end  of  November,  by  which 
tne  the  walls  were  nearly  all  raised  to  the  second  story,  and 
Dst  of  the  joists  set  in  their  places.  On  cessation  of  the 
irk,  it  was  carefully  protected  against  the  frost,  and  will  be 
tsumed  as  soon  as  the  spring  will  permit,  and  it  is  hoped 
' ll  be  got  under  roof  during  the  ensuing  fall. 
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A very  tine  quarry  of  freestone  has  been  opened  on  the  pm 
ises,  from  which  the  foundation  walls,  and  cut  stone  for  vn- 
dow  sills  and  lintels  and  other  purposes,  have  been  taken, or 
which  the  contractors  will  be  charged  the  regular  quarry  rit. 
The  bricks  are  made  on  an  adjoining  farm,  as  the  soil  on  it1 
property  was  not  suited  to  make  them  of  good  quality. 

On  the  19th  of  July  last  the  corner  stone  of  the  new  bill- 
ing was  laid,  with  appropriate  ceremonies,  in  the  presence  ol 
a large  concourse  of  friends  of  the  Institution  from  vari  if 
parts  of  the  State.  It  was  a source  of  regret  to  the  assenaij 
that  the  philanthropic  engagements  of  Miss  D.  L.  Dix  in  of  n 
portions  of  the  Union  prevented  her  attendance  at  the  inter  t- 
ing  occasion  of  commencing  an  Institution  which  has  beem- 
vored  with  so  large  a measure  of  her  counsel,  sympathy  i d 
assistance. 

Tor  a plan  of  the  proposed  building,  I beg  to  refer  to  r 
annexed  sketch;  and  details  of  description,  cost  and  progns 
of  the  work,  will  be  found  in  the  accompanying  Report  of  e 
Architect. 

The  Hospital  was  visited  by  the  Grand  Jury  of  the  Cou:y 
in  October  last,  who  were  pleased,  in  their  presentment,  to  :• 
press  the  following  opinion  of  the  Institution  : 

“We  also  visited,  by  invitation,  the  Western  Pennsylvaa 
Hospital,  and  have  to  express  our  sincere  pleasure  at  the  be;- 
tiful  and  convenient  arrangement  for  the  comfort  and  amel- 
ration  of  the  condition  of  those  unfortunate  creatures,  whi 
disease  and  insanity  have  caused  their  confinement  within  s 
walls.  All  the  inmates  appear  to  enjoy  all  the  comforts  pon- 
tile to  be  administered  to  them,  and  to  all  appearance  are  a 
happy  as  their  situations  will  permit.  The  general  a r rang 
ments  of  the  building  are  complete,  and  the  management  oft' 
Institution  is  admirable;  all  the  persons  in  the  employ  of  t' 
Institution  appear  kind  and  attentive  to  the  inmates,  and  v 
think  the  Hospital  well  deserves  the  kind  remembrance  ail 
protection  of  our  citizens.” 

The  Act  of  last  session  authorizing  the  removal,  in  certa 
cases,  of  insane  persons  from  the  Western  Penitentiary,  as  w< 
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s hose  provisions  of  the  Charter  which  direct  the  County 
k rts  and  Directors  of  the  Poor  to  place  similar  persons  there- 
l.  lave  in  some  degree  recognized  the  Western  Pennsylvania 
Lpital  as  one  of  the  State  Institutions;  and  therefore  the 
hrd  feels  confident  that  your  Honorable  bodies  will  notwith- 
c 1 their  liberal  assistance  for  completing  and  perfecting  the 
.€  buildings  for  the  accommodation  exclusively  of  the  Insane, 
elveiy  year  renders  their  necessity  more  apparent,  and  more 
up  discloses  the  hopelessness  of  their  recovery  under  private 
r tment,  as  well  as  the  neglect  and  cruelty  experienced  by 
bn  in  jails  and  poor-houses. 

'he  Board  would  respectfully  request  the  continuance  of  the 
;mt  for  current  expenses,  as  the  low  rate  charged  for  county 
ifients  will  barely  meet  the  cost  of  their  support,  independent 
Jhe  salaries  of  the  officers  and  other  expenses  necessarily  in- 
iint  to  the  establishment,  including  the  clothing  furnished  to 
'i  per  and  criminal  patients. 

ffie  Board  takes  great  pleasure  in  bearing  testimony  to  the 
HI,  care  and  attention  manifested  by  Dr.  J.  A.  Reed,  whose 
;ors  have  been  constantly  directed  to  promote  the  cure  ot 
1 patients  and  the  success  of  the  Institution,  and  who  has 
rn  ably  supported  by  the  nurses  and  other  attendants.

At  the  date  of  the  last  Annual  Report,  there  were  in  ac 
Hospital  ninety  insane  patients  ; since  which  one  hundred  id 
eight  have  been  admitted,  and  ninety-eight  have  been  is- 
charged,  leaving  in  the  Hospital  at  the  close  of  the  year,  le 
hundred.  The  total  number  under  treatment  during  the  ’ u 
was  one  hundred  and  ninety-eight;  being  forty-one  more  tin 
were  in  the  Hospital  during  1858,  and  eighty-eight  more  tin 
during  1857. 

Of  the  number  discharged,  twenty-eight  males  and  sixth 
females  were  restored  to  their  former  condition  ; twenty-tile 
males  and  thirteen  females  were  much  improved,  and  altho  |li 
not  restored,  many  of  them  were  in  process  of  cure,  or  s i- 
eiently  well  to  return  in  safety  to  their  homes;  four  males  d 
four  females  were  unimproved,  and  seven  males  and  threte- 
males  died. 

Of  those  who  died,  three  were  residents  of  the  Hospital  >r 
periods  varying  from  six  to  sixteen  days,  five  from  one  to  tl  -e 
months,  and  two  from  ten  to  thirteen  months.  Four  dens 
resulted  from  tubercular  consumption,  two  from  epilepsy, 
from  convulsions,  one  from  puerpera,  and  two  from  exhausti  i. 
Five  of  these  cases  were  regarded  as  hopeless  when  admitil. 

Of  the  one  hundred  patients  in  the  Hospital  at  this  d;B, 
sixty-one  are  males  and  thirty-nine  are  females.  Twenty-:  e 
males  and  eight  females  were  admitted  on  order  of  Court,  i« 
teen  males  and  ten  females  on  order  of  the  Directors  of  e 
Poor,  and  twenty  males  and  twenty-one  females  on  request! 
their  friends. 

Twenty-one  males  and  nine  females  had  been  insane  fo  a 
less  period  than  six  months  before  admission,  six  males  a.dj 
four  females  for  a period  less  than  one  year,  and  thirty-fit 
males  and  twenty-six  females  for  periods  varying  from  one  ) 
twenty-years.

i Report  with  facts  that  are  well  understood  in  some  loeali- 
- and  are  quite  familiar  to  all  engaged  in  the  hospital  care 
he  Insane.  If  we  can  aid  in  disseminating  correct  views, 
i impressing  the  minds  of  the  friends  or  those  in  charge  of 
Insane,  with  the  necessity  of  curing  the  disease  while  it  is 
' paratively  light  and  easily  removed,  and  thus  save  any  one 
■ a life-long  lunacy,  we  shall  think  the  space  well  occupied, 
isanity  should  he  regarded  as  symptomatic  of  disease  of 
brain,  and  should  be  treated  with  the  same  promptitude  with 
Ich  pneumonia,  fevers  or  other  severe  diseases  are  met  and 
iued;  and  if  thus  met,  the  probabilities  of  recovery  will 
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approach  very  near  to  a certainty,  but  if  neglected  the  dis<  le 
will  fix  itself  permanently,  the  curable  stage  will  rapidly  a* 
away,  and  hope  will  have  hut  little  left  to  rest  upon. 

The  following,  taken  from  the  Report  of  Dr.  Butler,  c :h 
Hartford  Retreat,  is  so  applicable,  that  we  quote  it  er  i*e 
“ When  common-sense  views  of  insanity  shall  prevail — 1 e: 
this  shall  be  treated  like  other  diseases,  with  a fairness  m 
decision  corresponding  to  the  gravity  of  the  disease,  am  ;h 
importance  of  the  organs  implicated  by  it,  the  proportf  e 
incurable  cases  in  the  community  will  be  correspond:  ;1 
diminished.  I know  of  no  disease  which  so  imperative!  It 
mands  that  it  be  met  on  the  part  of  friends  with  franknesi  n 
decision  toward  the  sufferer,  and  with  a reasonable  confid  tc 
and  patience  toward  those  to  whose  skill  and  experience  h 
sufferer  is  intrusted.  It  is  a reasonable  claim,  the  justii  ( 
which  should  never  be  overlooked,  that  one  who  is  willir  \ 
accept  the  grave  responsibility  of  treating  a case  of  insa  t; 
should  ever  find  both  his  feelings  and  opinions  treated  it 
respect  and  deference.” 

The  following,  from  a foreign  periodical,  is  to  the  pnl 
“ How  is  it  that,  in  pestilence,  fever,  or  any  other  scour;  < 
the  human  race,  the  physician  is  sent  for  without  disguise,  r 
the  case  at  once  committed  to  a professional  hand  ? But  h 1 
dread  and  mysterious  mental  disease,  where,  in  the  first  s ,r 
time  lost  is  far  more  precious  than  jewels ; where  medical  t a 
ment  is  valuable  almost  in  proportion  as  it  is  early  ; when  1 
most  unreserved  confidence  to  the  medical  man  is  dictate*  1 
prudence,  and  the  utmost  candor  of  friends  and  relatives  i 8 
sential  to  his  forming  a correct  diagnosis ; then  a fatal  re  i, 
nance  often  exists  to  making  the  necessary  statements,  ai 
childish  irresolution  in  submitting  to  the  appropriate  remedi  i 

By  reference  to  the  tables,  you  will  discover  that  seveul 
one  hundred  patients  in  the  Hospital  at  this  date,  had  I f 
insane  before  admission  for  a longer  period  than  six  months,  i 
are  considered  incurable.  Of  three  hundred  and  thirty-twc  i 
mitted  since  1855,  one  hundred  and  seventy-three  had  beei 
sane  for  periods  varying  from  six  months  to  twenty  years, 
of  this  number  only  twenty-eight  had  recovered ; the  bah 
remain  monuments  of  neglect — a burden  to  themselves  j 
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bir  friends,  or  the  community,  and  the  source  of  ceaseless 
j£E  and  anxiety.  On  whom,  then,  should  rest  the  responsi- 
>ity  of  perpetuating  the  bondage  of  this  terrible  disease,  if 
in  on  those  who,  having  charge  of  the  helpless  sufferer,  neg- 
e:ed  to  give  him  the  advantages  of  proper  treatment  in  due 
seson  ? 

The  Massachusetts  Commission  on  Lunacy  for  1854,  report 
■fiat  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  four-fifths  of  eight  hun- 
hd  and  forty,  who  have  never  been  in  hospitals  in  that  State, 
right  have  been  restored  with  proper  means.  Without  doubt, 
u equally  large  portion  of  those  who  were  sent  to  a hospital, 
bt  not  until  their  day  of  cure  was  past,  might  have  been  re- 
sired  if  they  had  been  sent  in  time.” 

Dr.  Earle,  in  the  report  of  Bloomingdale  Asylum,  gives  it 
ahis  opinion  that  one  of  the  chief  obstacles  to  a more  general 
novery  of  the  patients  admitted  into  public  institutions,  and 
ob  of  the  principal  causes  of  the  great  accumulation  of  de- 
niged  people  in  the  community  is  the  neglect  of  removing 
tbm  to  an  asylum  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  commence- 
n nt  of  the  disease. 

Dr.  Kirkbride  has  repeatedly  expressed  the  opinion  that 
inanity  in  its  earliest  stages  is  generally  curable,  and  that 
eiry  week  it  is  left  without  treatment  goes  to  diminish  the 
pispect  of  restoration.  Dr.  L.  V.  Bell  expresses  the  follow- 
er opinion  : “ In  regard  to  the  curability  of  insanity,  there 

ci  be  no  general  rule  better  established  than  that  this  is  di- 
r:tly  in  the  ratio  of  the  duration  of  the  symptoms.”  Dr.  Ed- 
nRD  Jarvis,  of  Dorchester,  says:  “If  insane  persons  are  al- 
1 ved  to  enjoy  the  means  of  healing  in  the  early  stages  of  their 
cDorder,  about  75  to  90  per  cent,  can  be  restored  to  health.” 
These  opinions  are  not  the  result  of  a theoretical  knowledge 
( insanity,  but  are  founded  on  a long  experience  in  the  treat- 
iant  of  the  Insane,  and  are  amply  sustained  by  the  statistics 
( all  Insane  Hospitals. 

From  the  Reports  of  the  Hew  York  State  Asylum,  we  find 
lat  of  five  hundred  and  eleven  discharged  restored,  four  hun- 
<ed  and  twenty-one  had  been  insane  for  a period  less  than 
ce  year. 
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In  the  twenty-sixth  Report  of  the  Hartford  Retreat,  we  fi 
that  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-six  recent  cases,  one  hr 
dred  and  eighty-six  recovered;  while  of  two  hundred  a 
three  old  cases,  only  twenty-five  recovered. 

The  Hew  Hampshire  Asylum,  in  1858,  discharged  thirty-o 
restored ; of  these  twenty-seven  wxere  recent  cases. 

In  1837  and  1838  the  M’Lean  Asylum,  Boston,  discliarg 
one  hundred  and  forty-six  restored  ; of  these  one  hundred  ai 
seventeen  were  recent  cases. 

In  1858  the  Southern  Ohio  Asylum  discharged  seventy-thr 
restored ; of  these  sixty  were  insane  less  than  one  year. 

The  Mount  Hope  Asylum  reports  in  1855  and  1857  nine! 
six  recent  cases  under  treatment,  of  whom  fifty-two  recoverei 
and  of  ninety  old  cases,  only  seven  recovered. 

The  Massachusetts  State  Hospital  at  AVorcester  reports  fro 
72  to  93  per  cent,  of  recent  cases,  and  only  from  15  to  31  p 
cent,  of  old  cases  restored  pier  year,  during  a period  of  twenl 
four  years. 

The  Columhus  Asylum  record  shows  that  during  twen 
years  73  pier  cent,  of  recent  and  only  25  per  cent,  of  old  cas 
were  restored  each  year. 

The  Edinburgh  Royal  Asylum  reports  two  hundred  ai 
eighteen  recovered,  and  of  these  one  hundred  and  sevent 
four  were  recent  cases. 

The  Glasgow  Royal  Asylum  reports  in  1853  one  hundr 
and  sixteen  recoveries;  of  these  ninety-one  were  recentxas( 

Of  one  hundred  and  nineteen  discharged  from  this  Hospiit 
recovered,  one  hundred  and  one  were  recent  cases,  and  we 
under  treatment  for  periods  varying  from  one  to  twelve  montl 
From  a table  prepared  by  Dr.  Jarvis,  of  Massachusetts,  embi 
cing  four  thousand  eight  hundred  cases,  we  find  the  avera; 
time  required  for  their  recovery,  under  hospiital  treatment,  w 
six  months  and  sixteen  days.  In  contrast  with  this,  the  dur 
tion  of  life  of  the  uncured  Insane  should  cause  every  one 
charge  of  recent  cases  to  act  at  once  in  their  behalf.  From 
table  prepared  by  the  Actuary  of  the  Albion  Life  Assuran 
Company,  London,  we  learn  that  the  average  length  of  life  f 
persons  incurably  insane,  if  attacked  at  twenty  years  of  ag 
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- vventy-one  years ; if  attacked  at  thirty,  it  will  he  twenty 
ers ; if  attacked  at  forty  years  of  age,  the  probabilities  are 
ht  the  patient  will  live  seventeen  years. 

here  can  he  no  question,  then,  we  presume,  about  the  cura- 
ij;y  of  recent  cases,  and  the  necessity  and  humanity  of  sub- 
bing them,  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  to  proper  reme- 
ii  measures ; and  the  only  doubt  that  can  exist,  is  in  regard

ifbther  Institutions. 

)r.  Kirkbride,  in  his  report  for  1842,  says : “ By  referring 
o;he  register  of  this  Institution,  I find  that  the  actual  ave- 
ae  cost  of  supporting  the  first  twenty  successive  cases  that 
ve  discharged  cured,  from  the  time  of  their  admission,  was 
)iy  §52.50,  while  in  the  first  twenty  incurable  cases  that  were 
F«fived  in  the  House,  at  the  same  rate  of  expense,  from  the 
he  of  the  commencement  of  the  disease  till  1841,  the  average 
«t  of  each  to  their  friends  was  §3,045.” 

n the  Massachusetts  State  Hospital,  up  to  1843,  twenty-five 
o.  cases  had  cost  the  sum  of  §54,157,  while  the  same  number 

0 recent  cases,  until  restored,  had  cost  §1,461.30. 

in  the  Ohio  Lunatic  Asylum,  in  1842,  twenty-five  old  cases 
hi  cost  §35,464,  while  twenty-five  recent  cases,  until  recov- 
er, had  cost  §1,608. 

in  the  Maine  Lunatic  Hospital,  in  1842,  twelve  old  cases  had 
ctt  $25,300,  while  the  same  number  of  recent  cases  had  cost 
oily  $426. 

In  the  Hospital  at  Staunton,  Virginia,  twenty  old  cases  had 
Opt  $41,633,  and  the  whole  expense  of  twenty  recent  cases, 

' til  restored,  was  only  §1,265. 

Certainly  no  one  should  hesitate  in  deciding  between  the 
(pense  of  a few  months’  treatment,  or  that  of  a lifetime  of 

1 sanity.  Humanity  and  economy  unite  in  their  appeal  for 
tnely  and  judicious  care  of  the  Insane. 

To  those  who  hesitate  to  give  their  friends  early  relief,  from 
y misgivings  in  regard  to  the  care  they  may  receive  among 
’angers,  we  commend  the  following  from  the  pen  of  Miss 
ix,  whose  knowledge  of  Insane  Asylums  is  co-exteusive  with 
e civilized  world  ; she  says  : “ I have  confidence  in  hospital 
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care  for  the  Insane,  and  in  no  other  care  which,  nnder  tl 
most  favorable  circumstances  even,  can  he  brought  to  surroun 
the  patient.  Insanity  is  a malady  which  requires  treatmei 
appropriate  to  its  peculiar  and  varied  forms  ; the  most  skillfi 
physicians  in  general  practice  are  among  the  first  to  recon 
mend  their  patients  to  hospital  treatment,  and  however  paii 
ful  it  may  he  to  friends  to  yield  up  the  sufferer  to  the  care  < 
strangers,  natural  tenderness  and  sensibilities  never  shod 
stand  in  the  way  of  ultimate  benefit  to  the  patient.  And 
this  care  is  needed  for  the  rich — for  those  whose  houses  aboun 
in  every  luxury  which  wealth  can  purchase  and  refined  habi 
covet — how  much  more  is  it  needed  for  those  who  are  brougl 
low  by  poverty  and  are  destitute  of  friends  ? for  those  wh 
find  refuge  under  this  calamitous  disease  only  in  jails  and  pcx 
houses,  or  perhaps  in  the  cells  of  a State  penitentiary  ?” 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  during  the  past  yea 
in  grading  and  ornamenting  the  grounds.  A walk  has  bee 
laid  from  the  entrance  gate  to  the  Hospital,  the  stone  of  whic 
it  is  composed  having  been  quarried  and  laid  by  the  attendan 
and  patients,  without  any  expense.  A handsome  fountain,  tb 
gift  of  a friend,  has  been  placed  in  front  of  the  Hospital,  an 
forms  in  the  summer  the  centre  of  attraction  to  our  people.  1 
number  of  evergreens  have  been  planted,  and  much  else  hs 
been  done  that  is  in  the  right  direction  toward  making  tb 
grounds  what  they  should  be,  beautiful  and  attractive. 

In  the  house,  we  have  made  some  progress ; and  althoug 
no  costly  or  extensive  improvements  have  been  undertaker 
yet  a multitude  of  minor  things  have  been  done  that  serve  t 
make  the  patients  comfortable  and  assist  the  employees  in  th 
discharge  of  their  labors.  Iron  bath  tubs  have  taken  the  plac 
of  wooden  ones,  and  in  the  southern  wing  of  the  buildin 
steam  piping  has  been  introduced;  so  that  we  can  now  say  tha 
the  entire  building , except  the  centre,  is  heated  by  fires  that  ar 
two  hundred  feet  away  from  any  part  of  it. 

The  first  male  ward  has  been  papered  throughout  by  tb 
attendants,  and  the  floors  in  several  of  the  wards  have  bee 
oiled  or  painted,  without  expense  for  labor.  The  arrangement 
made  the  previous  year  for  supplying  the  Hospital  with  wate 


i;  e thus  far  answered  the  purpose  admirably,  and  at  no  time 
i-ing  the  year  have  we  been  without  an  abundance  for  every 
lypose. 

during  all  proper  weather  our  patients  have  spent  as  much 
be  in  outdoor  exercise  as  possible,  and  we  find  that  much  of 
1 ir  restlessness  and  irritability  is  thus  expended.  In  winter, 
ill  during  inclement  weather  in  summer,  the  male  patients 
>upy  their  time  in  games,  reading,  and  assisting  the  attend- 
ees in  their  ward  duties  ; the  females  spend  their  time  princi- 
ply  in  sewing  and  reading.  A large  part  of  the  sewing  for 
tli  Hospital  has  been  done  by  the  latter,  as  will  be  seen  by 
tip  table  presented  to  you,  comprising  437  articles  of  bedding 
ad  370  garments  for  the  patients.  In  the  early  part  of  the 
nr  a number  of  young  ladies  and  gentlemen  came  from  the 
2y  and  arranged,  for  the  amusement  of  our  people,  some 
luadsome  and  attractive  tableaux,  for  which  they  have  our 
t anks  ; and  on  another  occasion,  Mr.  Peter  Sinclair,  the  dis- 
tiguished  advocate  of  Temperance,  from  Scotland,  very  kind- 
1,  unrolled  before  the  patients  his  beautiful  panorama,  and 
btured  to  them  on  temperance,  for  which  I have  heard  fre- 
cent  expressions  of  thanks.  The  Sabbath  services  have  been 
cntinued  through  the  year,  much  to  the  gratification  of  many 
c the  patients.  The  Rev.  l)r.  Campbell,  Rev.  Gracy  and  Rev. 
iNDREws,  have  added  much  to  the  interest  of  those  occasions 
I preaching  to  us  several  times  during  the  year.  They  have 
cr  thanks,  and  we  trust  the  example  thus  given  by  them  will 
1 the  means  of  inducing  other  ministers  to  favor  us  with  ser- 
ies during  the  coming  year.  They  will  find  here  a quiet, 
<derly  congregation,  many  of  whom  are  able  to  appreciate  all 
'at  is  said,  and  maybe  benefited  by  the  proffered  consola- 
ons  of  the  Gospel.

REPORT  OF  THE  ARCHITECT. 


To  the  Building  Committee  of  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Hosp  I 
for  the  Insane : 

Gentlemen' — The  new  buildings  for  the  W«- 
ern  Pennsylvania  Hospital  for  the  Insane  were  commen*  1 
about  the  1st  of  May  last,  and  the  work  has  been  carried  a 
without  any  interruption  until  about  the  first  of  the  pres  t 
month,  when  the  winter  weather  set  in  and  outdoor  operatl  s 
had  to  he  suspended. 

The  walls  are  now  up  to  the  height  of  the  first  or  main  stc  , 
and  the  joist  of  the  second  door  laid  on,  excepting  only  a p t 
of  the  central  building.  The  walls  are  now  protected  by  a tt  - 
porary  covering  of  boards,  to  preserve  them  from  the  effects  1 
the  winter  storms. 

The  buildings  now  commenced,  embrace  a front  of  345  ft , 
and  consist  of  a main  centre  building  of  62  feet  front  by 
feet  deep,  with  a wing  142  feet  long  by  38  feet  deep  on  esi 
side;  the  central  building  to  be  four  stories  high,  arran^l 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  Superintendent  and  his  assi- 
ants,  and  containing  the  chapel,  and  public  parlors  for  visit ; 
and  friends  of  the  patients,  dining  rooms,  kitchens,  kc.;  f 
wings  to  be  three  stories  high,  and  will  be  arranged  entin : 
for  the  use  of  the  patients,  with  separate  dormitories  and  pari  • 
and  dining  rooms. 

A cellar  story  extends  under  the  whole  of  the  buildings, 
ranged  to  receive  the  steam  apparatus  for  heating  the  bui 
ings;  and  proper  Hues  from  each  room,  connecting  with  t’ 
main  flues  or  stacks,  are  being  formed  in  the  walls,  to  prom< 
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illation.  The  walls  of  cellar  story,  with  the  first  story  front 
utral  building,  are  all  of  stone,  the  balance  of  the  walls 
11  of  brick;  and  all  floors  of  kitchens,  bath  rooms,  &e.,  are 
ed  with  iron  beams  to  receive  brick  arching.  All  stairs 
o be  formed  of  iron,  every  precaution  being  taken  against 
from  fire. 

le  roofs  are  to  be  covered  with  galvanized  iron.  The  pres 
contracts  extend  only  to  the  roofing  in  of  the  buildings, 
that  will  be  completed  by  1st  ^November,  1880. 
le  cost  of  the  work  now  under  contract  will  be  §58,000, 
hich  §16,851  have  been  already  paid — the  payments  being 
lated  by  monthly  estimates  on  the  amount  of  work  done, 
■ving  25  per  cent,  until  all  of  the  work  is  completed.  The 
of  the  present  buildings,  when  finished,  will  be  about 
,,000;  and  they  can  be  completed  early  in  the  autumn  of

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A X ACT 

Authorizing  the  committal  of  Insane  persons  to  the  Western  Pennsyl'  ia 
Hospital  by  the  Courts  or  Directors  of  Poor  of  the  Western  Judicial  Distri  cl 
the  State. 


Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represents  n 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly  met,  ark 
is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the  sum  of  ten  1 11- 
sand  dollars  he,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated,  to  aid  in  exten  ig 
and  perfecting  the  accommodations  for  the  Insane  in  the  Western  1 11- 
sylvania  Hospital,  located  at  Pittsburgh,  to  he  drawn  upon  the  warran  oi 
the  Governor:  Provided , That  not  more  than  one-half  of  the  above  ns  :d 
sum  shall  he  drawn  from  the  State  treasury  for  the  use  above  spec:  d| 
in  any  one  year:  And  provided  further,  That  no  part  of  said  m 3y 
shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  until  contracts  shall  have  been  actrly 
made  for  the  erection  of  the  additional  buildings  necessary  to  carr  ut 
the  provisions  contemplated  in  the  following  sections  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  courts  of  Western  Pennsylvania  shall  have  pow  to 
commit  to  said  hospital,  any  person  who  having  been  charged  wit!  id 
offense  punishable  by  imprisonment  or  death,  who  shall  have  been  fi  id 
to  have  been  insane,  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law,  at  the  time  11 
offense  was  committed,  and  who  still  continues  insane;  and  the  exp  s# 
of  said  persons,  if  in  indigent  circumstances,  shall  be  paid  by  the  co  ty 
or  township  to  which  he  or  she  may  belong  by  residence. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court,  in  all  cases  where  3j 
shall  commit  any  person  to  the  hospital,  to  certify  to  the  managers  of  a 
hospital  the  legal  settlement  of  such  person,  if  he  or  she  have  any  ;u 
settlement  in  this  commonwealth ; and  if  such  person  shall  have  no 
settlement,  then  to  certify  the  place  of  residence  at  the  time  of  ofl  si' 
committed,  on  application;  and  the  poor  district  so  certified  to  be  the ]j« 
of  settlement  or  residence  of  such  person,  shall  be  chargeable  with  he 
expenses  of  his  or  her  care  and  maintenance,  and  removal  to  and  >n 
said  hospital : Provided,  That  the  settlement  or  residence  of  any  cb 
person  shall  not  be  so  certified  until  after  due  notice  shall  have  been  2t'ri 
to  the  constituted  authority  having  charge  of  the  poor  in  the  district  jbe 
charged  thereby. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  several  constituted  authorities  having  care  and  cl ; g‘ 
of  the  poor  in  the  respective  counties,  districts  and  townships  of  We 
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osylvania,  shall  have  authority  to  send  to  the  hospital  such  indigent 
safe  persons  under  their  charge,  as  they  may  deem  proper  subjects;  and 
eyhall  be  severally  chargeable  with  the  expenses  of  the  care  and  main- 
uce,  and  removal  to  and  from  the  hospital,  of  such  paupers. 

Sp.  5.  That  if  the  guardians,  directors  or  overseers  of  the  poor,  to 
io:  any  patient  who  shall  be  in  the  hospital  is  chargeable,  shall  neglect 
raise,  upon  demand  made,  to  pay  to  the  managers  the  expenses  of  the 
^maintenance  and  removal  of  such  patient,  and  also  in  the  event  of 
at,  of  the  funeral  expenses  of  such  patient,  the  said  managers  are 
r<y  authorized  and  empowered  to  collect  the  same,  as  debts  of  a like 
ti|e  are  now  collected. 

8b.  6.  That  the  admission  of  insane  patients  from  the  several  coun- 
sf  Western  Pennsylvania,  shall  be  in  the  ratio  of  their  insane  popu- 
i( : Provided,  That  each  county  shall  be  entitled  to  send  at  least  one 
sas  patient. 

Bp.  7.  That  indigent  persons  and  paupers  shall  be  charged  for  rnedi- 
i tendance,  board  and  nursing,  while  residents  in  the  hospital,  no  more 
nthe  actual  cost;  paying  patients,  whose  friends  can  pay  their  ex- 
nis,  and  who  are  not  chargeable  upon  counties  or  townships,  shall  pay 
eding  to  the  terms  directed  by  the  managers. 

So.  8.  That  if  any  person  shall  apply  to  any  court  of  record  in  West- 
i 'ennsylvania,  having  jurisdiction  of  offenses  that  are  punishable  by 
psonment  for  the  term  of  ninety  days,  or  longer,  for  the  commitment 
s 1 hospital  of  any  insane  person  within  the  county  in  which  said  court 
s irisdictipn,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court  to  inquire  into  the  fact 
i anity  in  the  manner  provided  by  law ; and  if  such  court  shall  be 
ii|ed  that  such  person  is,  by  reason  of  insanity,  unsafe  to  be  at  large, 
Buffering  any  unnecessary  duress  or  hardship,  such  court  shall,  on  the 
p Jation  aforesaid,  commit  such  insane  person  to  said  hospital, 
be.  9.  That  in  order  of  admission,  recent  cases  shall  have  preference 
ethose  of  long  standing,  and  as  far  as  the  finances  of  the  hospital  will 
rjit,  the  indigent  insane  shall  have  precedence  of  the  rich, 
be.  10.  That  Western  Pennsylvania,  for  all  the  intents  and  pur- 
s' of  this  Act,  shall  be  considered  as  containing  the  several  counties 
baced  within  the  limits  of  the  western  judicial  district  of  the  Supreme 
W of  Pennsylvania. 

be.  11.  That  the  Governor,  judges  of  the  several  courts  of  record  of 
commonwealth,  and  the  members  of  the  legislature,  shall  be  ex-officio

TO  INSANE  DEPARTMENT. 

1.  Preparatory  to  the  admission  of  a patient,  unless  when  commi 
by  order  of  Court,  the  Superintendent  shall  be  furnished  with  the  j 
tiiicate  of  a Physician  that  he  has  seen  and  examined  the  individual,  i 
believes  him  or  her  to  be  insane,  with  a request  from  a near  relath  j 
friend,  that  the  patient  may  he  received  into  the  Hospital,  and  ab 
with  satisfactory  security,  for  the  payment  of  hoard  and  other  expel 
while  in  the  Institution.  All  private  patients  thus  received,  shall  nj 
a payment  of  thirteen  weeks’  hoard  in  advance,  when  brought  to  : 
Hospital;  and  if  taken  away  uncured  and  against  the  advice  and  conj 
of  the  Physician  within  that  period,  no  part  of  said  payment  shall  bo 
funded.

In  case  the  patient  is  so  much  ex- 
e as  not  to  admit  of  being  thus  clothed,  other  clothing  that  can  be 
pj on,  that  is  comfortable,  and  in  sufficient  quantity,  with  a change 
cnf,  may  be  substituted. 

6 [It  is  very  desirable  that  extra  and  better  apparel  should  be  sent  with 
is  accustomed  to  it,  that  when  their  health  is  improved,  and  when  they 
el  religious  worship,  walk  or  ride  out,  their  self-respect  may  be  pre-

1 all  cases,  the  patient’s  best  clothing  should  be  sent;  it  will  be  care- 
Ulpreserved,  and  only  used  when  deemed  necessary  for  the  purposes 
Ol;  mentioned.
